Disputes over boundaries are just os 
apt to cause trouble between nations as 
between individuals. In fact many of 
the great historical wars have bad their 
origin’in x disagreement between nations 
as to the ownership of a small piece of 
territory, the intrinsic value of which 
was nothing approaching what was 
pended over it.
